RUSTENBURG DOES IT AGAIN 


The Rustenburg branch of the SARL (Branch no 1) has increased their repeater 
coverage by introducing a simplex link between Rustenburg and Thabazimbi 
on 145,325 MHz. Effectively this now enables amateurs from as far a field as 
Botswana to make contact with locals on two meter. A22TL has in fact already 
started making use of this facility and now regularly reports in to the local 
news bulletin on Wednesday evenings at 19:00. It is with technical expertise 
like this, where amateurs from as far as Ellisras can reach Rustenburg, that 
the Rustenburg branch shows its commitment to cutting edge technology. We 
thank Henry ZS6IIX and Eugene ZR6CEN for their hard work in this respect.

NEXT INTECNET 2003 TO EXAMINE POWER LINE COMMUNICATION 


The demand for broadband communication and inexpensive access to high speed 
Internet is growing fast and has encouraged engineers to develop new solutions 
such as ADSL and Broadband Power Line Communication. ADSL operates on 
ordinary copper telephone cables while BPLC or PLC runs on the electricity 
grid. Research has shown that ADSL creates little or no interference to radio 
communications but that BPLC just about destroys communications on most 
of the HF spectrum. 


Join the discussion on the next SARL Intecnet 2003. The programme will be 
on the air on Sunday 31 August at 19:00 CAT and will take an in-depth look 
at the looming problems. Various technologies and their impact on radio com- 
munication will be discussed and the actions taken by the IARU and national 
amateur radio societies to prevent wide scale implementation will be reviewed. 
The programme will end with a discussion on what action South Africans should 
take to prevent introduction of BPLC.

SARL TOP BAND CERTIFICATE 


The Top Band Certificate is sponsored by the SARL and its aim is to encourage 
more 160 m QSO’s with southern African countries. South African stations 
must submit proof of having contacted at least six different southern African 
call areas, of which five must be in the Republic of South Africa; the sixth 
contact can be from 3DA, 7P or A2. 


All contacts after 1 January 1960 are valid for this award and contacts must 
be established in the range of 1 800 to 2 000 kHz. ZS amateurs can transmit 
between 1 810 and 1 850 kHz. Endorsements for single modes can be requested. 
South African applicants should send QSL cards, a list of contact details and 
a handling and postage charge of R 10,00. This award is free to members of 
the South African Radio League. Your application should be addressed to The 


Awards Manager, South African Radio League, PO Box 1721, Strubensvallei, 
1735 and e-mail enquiries can be directed to zs6pQ@iafrica.com. 


Of the 27 certificates issued until February 2003 only 5 have gone to South 
African stations.
